It is not every good girl or 
boy, however well qualified they may be, that can keep a good 
school, and my advice to those who are not reasonably well satis - 
fied with their success, as a teacher, 1s tag try some other occupa- 
tion. Ido not consider it anything against a person because they 
cannot make a success of teaching, but it is against the interests 
of the schools if such teachers are employed. There is a scarcity 
of the best of teachers. 


SALMON HOLE.
